Nkw Y o rk , July 7th.—Tliu Tril'itnc says : 
The utm ost secrecy is m aintained by the 
agents of the real estate syndicate o f Cali­ 
fornia capitalists, who are polling several 
m illions oi dollars info a scheme for secur­ 
ing big returns in the way of tents. Just 
who the men with unlim ited bank accounts 
are is not given out, hut it is pretty well 
understood, and Morris Baer, at ent, tacitly 
admits that K. S. Keliv, Behind Stanford, 
C. P. H untington, Haggin and Tevis are 
th*> syndicate. There is no definite am ount 
subscribed, and all the property secured is 
not held by the same parties. 
These men 
got together in February and agreed to buy 
all prom ising big parcels of land in this 
city which they could get their bands upon, 
and Baer was commissioned to bargain all 
over M anhattan Island. Sometimes one or 
two of the capitalists do not like the par­ 
ticular price oi this property, when they 
stay out, and the others buy and actual 
cash is paid. The syndicate refuses to allow 
a dollar to remain on mortgage. A nother 
curious fact is that in but one instance have 
any of these men taken the trouble 11 look 
at the property before buying. 
They 
are guided almost entirely by the rent-roll. 
Of the five or six m illion dollars’ w orth of 
property bought thus far but two nieces— 
the Strathm ore fiats, for which $125,000 was 
paid, and the Broadway and Thirty-seventh 
street property, costing $-125,000—have been 
recorded in tlye Register’s office.

taries of the Sacramento, San Joaquin and 
Feather rivers. The committee also am end­ 
ed Section 2, which provides a penalty for 
washing debris into the rivers or depositing 
it in such place from which it is liable to 
be carried bv ¡locals into the rivers, so as 
to provide that no m ining but hydraulic 
m ining by water run through a nozzle and 
under pressure shall be construed to be 
prohibited. These am endm ents were made 
through Senator Jones, who is a m ember of 
the committee. 
Senator Stanford and Mr. McKenna Itad 
a conference this m orning in regard to 
those am endm ents, and Senator Stanford 
will move the restoration of the provision 
for the bringing of suits by the Secretary of 
War.

The English Political Situation. 
New Y ork, Ju ly 7th.—The Times' Lon­ 
don cablegram says: Much capital will be 
m ade out of the rioting in Dublin Monday 
evening, albeit it has been satisfactorily 
proved that the first offenders were m em ­ 
bers of the Conservative W orkm en's flu b . 
As the 12th of J uly approaches, evidences 
are curiously enough in favor of the capa­ 
bility of Irishm en to m aintain self-restraint 
while laboring tinder great excitem ent, 
with good cause for the sam e. 
Never in 
the history of Ireland, not even during the 
wildest period of Daniel O'Connell’s repeal 
agitation, were there greater reasons for the 
expectation of disorder. 
One cannot point 
to a year since that great agitation when, 
as Jniy 12th drew near, there were fewer 
squabbles resulting in bloodshed than at 
present: but you will hear of more now 
than ever before, for the reason that every 
petty row will be reportedand magnified. 
DEFEAT OF HOÍE RULE. 
Everybody in London concludes that 
the question whether there shall be home 
rule or not has been decided in tlie nega­ 
tive. There is not room to doubt about tiie 
indications. They are decidedly against 
Gladstone’s scheme. Above the actual re­ 
turns changing the votes in the new H ouse 
stands tlie damaging fact th at in alm ost 
every case the figures show an increase in 
the Tory and opposition vote, the results 
in Edinburgh, Newcastle and some other 
exceptional places to the contrary, notw ith­ 
standing.

The Tories have also taken Car­ 
narvon from the Liberals. The G U Iston- 
ites have captured Elgin from the U nionist 
candidate, who represented th at district in 
tiie last House. 
The Tories, so far, have 
gaiued 42 seats, the Unionists 2, the Glad- 
Monians 18 and the Parnelliies 1. Tlie 
Tories, at 3 o'clock, had elected 235 candi­ 
dates, the Gladstonian^ 164 and tlie Union­ 
ists 40.

The question “ W hat is freedom of 
speech ?” is becoming one of the most vital 
of the day. 
W ith a fine understanding 
the people have with practical unanimity 
declared that freedom of utterance does not 
mean freedom of conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government. That far we are ali 
agreed, hut when it comes to censorship 
of the rostrum and the press we approach 
debatable ground. 
Ilere is a Chicago 
contemporary saying: 
The moment men eau be carried away to 
prison for what they think, a reign of terror is 
precipitated, in which only informers thrive. 
It is a pity such questions should eome here to 
this free and blessed land. But they havecome. 
Wo must differentiate between oratory and con­ 
spiracy. A body of men who found it necessary 
to hold secret councils in America—of all lands 
—must have been criminals at least, if it can 
be proved, to the satisfaction of the law. that 
they did a crime, their punishment should be 
exemplary. That will preserve human liberty. 
Rut need conspiracy possess the element 
of secresy ? 
The orator who preaches the 
sanctity of conspiracy against the Govern­ 
ment passes beyond the freedom accorded 
to speech, since we cannot conceive of 
constitutional guarantees to plot the over­ 
throw of the very instrument that secures 
the so-called freedom. 
We have peaceful 
methods of revolution, operating through 
the ballot-box. All that propose 
ferent medium for the 


Here is a President with in 
a single day vetoes seveatv-live bills, and 
in a term of little over one year has filed 
more veto messages than all the other 
Presidents issued put together. The veto 
power was given for a wise purpose; not 
to thwart, but to guard legislation, and at 
the final moment to disclose objections 
legislators may have overlooked. 
Indeed, 
the rule has been to exercise this supreme 
[tower only in eases of clear necessity. 
Mr. Cleveland possibly has a different 
view of the functions of the Executive. 
It may lie that he proposes to take a more 
active part in the legislative judgment 
that is given the representatives of the 
people to exercise, than custom has hereto­ 
fore justified. 
It is scarcely probable that 
Congress will quietly submit to so much of 
snubbing as the President seems inclined 
to apply. Take one ease, a bill passed 
granting a pension to the family of a 
soldier who died,in tiie service.

Altbough the fire department lias for a 
long time been recognized as a notoriously 
active political body, this rule has stood as 
one of the regulations of the Board until 
the .’present time.

It ought 
to have been retained. It reflected credit 
upon the present Commissioners. It testi­ 
fied that they enjoyed the distinction of 
being the successors of a noble Board of Com­ 
missioners in a past age, who were patriotic­ 
ally devoted to the city's interests, and 
placed them above using the department as 
a political stepping-stone and the servile 
advancement of party. We suggest, there­ 
fore, that even now, out of respect to the

THE 3IV EE PRESERVATION BILL. 


The friends of the valley, and river nav­ 
igation, will learn with chagrin and deep 
regret that the Senate Committee on Com­ 
merce has stricken out of the river and 
harbor bill the clause authorizing the .Sec­

Ilailroad Rand Grant». 
In June, 1885, the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office decided in the case of 
Edmond Pate that the Atlantic and Pacific 
,Railroad had no right to take land within 
the indemnity limits, down the line of 
their road through Monterey, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara and Los Angeles 
counties. This is within the thirty-mile 
limit and outside of the twenty-mile. He 
allowed Mr. l’ate's filing, and decided the 
railroad had no right of appeal. Filings 
were then received and many settlers availed 
themselves of the opportunity. 
A few 
days since the Commissioner decided in 
the Post case, acting under a decision of 
the Secretary's, that Post’s filing, similar 
to Pate's f'liing, is illegal, and that all 
tilings within Ihe ten-mile limit of the At­ 
lantic and Pacific Railroad previous to May 
21th are void. As this reversed the former 
decisions, communication was had at once 
with the Commissioner, who now, under 
date of June 29th, writes to c local attorney 
thus : “ It is held that all entries made on 
lands within any portion of the thirty 
miles withdrawn for said company prior to 
May 24, 1S80. are invalid.” This decision 
has determined the office here to apply the 
same rule to all land within the ten-mile 
limit of the Southern Pacific road, and no 
filings will be received on those lands until 
further orders. The lauds principally af­ 
fected are in Monterey county, adjoining 
San Luis Obispo county, and the townships 
along the easterly line of San Luis Obispo 
countv.

A v e ry , A u s tin a fld M cG innis* to lie T rie d 
b y a J u r y . 
For some weeks past m uch lias been said 
upon the streets and in the newspapers re­ 
garding the eases of Avery, Austin and 
McGinniss, who are charged with fraudu­ 
lently obtaining a m arriage license front 
the County Clerk, and endeavored to secure 
the m arriage oí Eugene Avcrv, under an 
assum ed name, to Miss Maggie J. H ill. 
A ustin was at one tim e arrested for per­ 
jury. and Avery and McGinniss for suborn­ 
ation of perjury. They had a prelim inary 
exam ination before Justice Henley, Sitting 
as Police Judge, and were discharged, fcub- 
sequentiy they were again arrested. A us­ 
tin was charged with falsely personating 
another, in violation of Section 529 of the 
Penal Cotie, which says that any person 
who falsely personates another and in such 
assum ed character either verifies, publishes, 
acknowledges or prove.-, in the nam e of 
another person, any written instrum ent, 
w ith intent that the same may be recorded, 
delivered and used as true, is punishable 
by im prisonm ent in the county jail not ex­ 
ceeding two year-, or by line not exceeding 
$5,090. A veryand McGinnis- were charged 
w ith crim inal conspiracy, under Section 
182 of the Penal Code. 
The 
evidence 
elicited the laet that 
Austin went to the County Clerk, procured 
a marriage license upun a deposition for H . 
C. Averv, a resident of Saa Francisco, 23 
years of age, and Maggie J. Hill, a native 
of Ireland, a resident of Sacramento. 20 
years of age. 
The affidavit required by 
the County Clerk was signed by Austin, 
" H . C. A very'' and witnessed by McGin­ 
niss. 
W hen the marriage was about to be 
consum m ated the wrong name was discov­ 
ered in the license, and Miss Ilill refused 
to proceed with the ceremony, the m inis­ 
ter also declining t >• have anything to do 
with w hat upon its face seemed to be a 
fraud. A iarge num ber of witnesses gave 
testim ony, among others the County Clerk, 
whose testim ony was positive and appa­ 
rently conclusive, although disputed by 
two of the defendants, Austin and McGin­ 
niss. In support of the County Clerk’s testi­ 
m ony, the affidavit referred to was intro­ 
duced in evidence. 
Grove L. Johnson ap­ 
peared for defendants. The prosecution 
was 
represented hv 
District A ttorney 
Buckley, City A ttorney H art and W . A. A n­ 
derson. 
In the opening argum ent for the prose­ 
cution, City A ttorney H art read the* law, 
and reviewing the evidence introduced in 
tlie case, showed how clearly it had been 
violated. 
H e claimed that the affidavit 
on file in the County Clerk's office which 
had 
been 
signed 
by A ustin as II. C. 
Avery was a Court record. 
Ho Reviewed 
the case at length, and claimed th at it was 
a wise provision of the law which pro­ 
vided for the punishm ent of those who 
wished to tear down the bulw ark that so­ 
ciety had built around the m arriage cere­ 
mony. 
In his opinion, and he cited m any 
authorities in support of it, the defendants 
were clearly guilty' of the crim es charged. 
Grove L. Johnson in his argum ent was 
particularly severe upon the newspapers. 
He said if they are held, it is in conse­ 
quence of the diseased sentim ent built up 
in this com m unity by the local press, 
lie 
claimed that the question of conspiracy 
had not been proven. Avery had not been 
falsely impersonated, for bq consented to 
the act ot Austin. Tlie latter was acting 
for him and by bis orders. There was no 
intent on the part of A ustin to do a 
wrong; he was acting in good faith ; went 
to the Connty Clerk's office to get a m ar­ 
riage license for a friend, and got it. 
He 
did not think a jury, even if composed of 
Sacram ento newspaper reporters, would 
find the defendants guilty. 
H e claimed 
that the affidavit A ustin signed was neither 
read nor explained to him . and consequently 
was of no force. The newspapers have 
cried frau d ; but there was no fraud, for 
Avery was willing to m arry Maggie Hill 
under that license, and such a marriage 
would be ju st as binding as any other. He 
blam ed the newspaper reporters for all the 
sym pathy created for the H ill sisters. 
He 
sym pathized with 
Miss H ill, a lso : hut 
m uch of her troubles was due to her hav­ 
ing bad advisers. 
H er sister had been her 
evil genius. 
Avery and Maggie would 
have been m arried at W oodland had it not 
been for her sister. 
H e thought it would 
be a travesty on justice to hold the young 
men to answer. 
There was a fatal variance 
between the affidavit charged in the com­ 
plaint and the one offered in evidence. 
A t this point Maggie Hill was seen io 
show an old, mnsty-looking letter to her 
attorneys. 
Avery's quick eye caught sight 
ot the om ¡nous-looking missive, and call­ 
ing Mr. Johnson's attention to it, the ¡alter, 
addressing the Court, said he, objected to 
the bringing in of any old letters at this 
stage of the case. 
ilr . Anderson replied th at he did not 
propose to do so, and passed tiie document 
over to the reporters, saying, ” I don't see 
where H ouston comes in ; do you ?”

W. A. Anderson, in the closing argu­ 
m ent for the prosecution, said that Mr. 
Johnson's entire argum ent was not to the 
point a t issue. 
The question was sim ply 
did Austin impersonate Avery before the 
County Clerk? 
The fact that he im per­ 
sonated 11. C. Avery and accomplished his 
object was clearly established. It mattered 
not w hether he was sworn or not, because 
he procured a license from a public official 
by such im personation. The County Clerk 
was imposed upon. 
Austin acknowledged 
that it was his signature, and verified or 
proved his statem ent by McGinniss. The 
intent was to induce the County Clerk to 
believe that he was delivering a m arriage 
license directly to H iram C. Avery. Avery 
was impersonated, the Clerk was imposed 
upon and the license was issued. 
H e re­ 
viewed the testim ony of McGinniss and 
A ustin, and said they stood before the 
Court -elf-convicted. 
McGinniss says he 
was called upon to-sign his name, leading 
the Clerk to believe that Austin was Avery, 
w hen at the sam e tim e he knew an im po­ 
sition was being practiced.

no occasion ter all 
this 
underhanded 
work 
to 
try 
to 
right 
the 
wrong 
th at 
Avery had 
done to tiiis injured 
girl. 
W hy should three stalwart men do 
such a thing after dark, in such a secret 
and clandestine m anner? It was sim ply 
and solely because they wished to impose 
npon her, and give her a nam e to which she 
wouid not be entitled, in order to cover up 
the infamous acts of Avery. No wonder 
the girl, her sister and friends, regarded 
with suspicion subsequent oilers of m ar­ 
riage. 
Had they not imposed upon her 
once, and tried to have a moek-marriage 
performed ? 
Defendants pleaded that they 
did not intend to commit a wrong. Their 
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conspiracy concocted, deeply laid, to injure 
those girls. 
Three strong, powerful, 'ath­ 
letic, educated young men plotting against 
a poor, helpless, injured young woman ! 
They say, as an excuse, this assumed name 
was to keep the marriage a secret from his 
class-mates in college. 
A woman that is 
good enough for a m an's lust is good 
enough for his wife—is as good as he i s ; 
is his equal anywhere, at any place, and 
on any occasion. The newspapers, when 
they fulfill the duty they owe to their 
reaiicrs, expose and bring to the light of day 
tall character of crimes comm itted. It is their 
duty—one that they should not shirk. 
W hen they see any "of the blackness and 
■ hideousness of crim e they should drag it 
out. Thev saw it in this ease. They have 
dragged it"forth from its fancied seclusion, 
and held up to public gaze the wrongs of 
an innocent and injured girl. There is no 
grander or nobler duty that the press can 
perform than to stand forth and advocate 
the cause of injured innocence. The m em ­ 
bers of the press denounced by Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son deserve credit for having been imper­ 
sonal in all their reports, and for having 
performed their sim ple duty well and fear­ 
lessly. 
He asked th at defendants be held. 
Mr. Johnson bad to go to San Francisco 
on the 2:40 train. 
Before leaving he re­ 
quested the Court that in case he held the 
defendants, not to enter it of record until 
his return Friday. 
Tiie Court said" lie had listened carefully 
to all the testim ony and argum ents of the 
counsel. 
He was satisfied that the case 
should be heard by a jury. H e continued 
ti;e case until Friday m orning, at which 
tim e they will be held to answ er to the Su­ 
perior Court.

examples of the 
foliage, etc.. of plant growth in Florida. 
5ir. Bonlieim. on behalf of R. L. Toplitz, 
of San Francisco, presented a strange and 
handsom e instillm ent, a species nf rattle, 
ornam ented with m uch taste, used by some 
savage tribes of Indians. C. Chapman, of 
W lnte Rock, presented a skull of one of 
the Donner party, exhum ed on the site of 
“ Starvation 
Camp." 
The skull bears 
plainly the saw m arks and hatchet m arks 
where it was opi-ned to procure, as is 
alleged, tlie brains some famishing m em ­ 
ber of the party ate. to sustain life. Mr. 
Chapman declares that he is prepared to es­ 
tablish tlie genuineness of the skull as that 
of one of the ill-fated Donner party. 
A num ber of reports on (lie display of 
museum exhibits were m ade and acted 
upon. 
Instructor Jackson made by request 
an interesting report of the progress ot the 
School of Design, and exemplified the ad­ 
vancement of the pupils by exhibiting some 
of their work, and some of their early and 
later efforts. 
H e pronounced the scitool an 
em inent success, and stated that it is to 
take its sum m er recess in a few days.

A t a meeting Tuesday afternoon, in the 
V itietiltural Commission 
rooms at San 
Francisco, of the Directors of the Grape- 
growers’ and W ine-tuakers’ Association of 
California there were present: W. W. Mc­ 
Intyre, of Rutherford. Napa county, Presi­ 
dent ; O. E. Sheilabar, C ordelia; J. F. 
Black, Liverm ore; C. E. Púber, San F ran­ 
cisco, and E. II. Bixford, of San Mateo. 
The President explained that the object 
of the m eeting was to devise means to se­ 
cure statistical inform ation regarding the 
acreage, varieties of vines and other m atters 
bearing on the wine production of the 
State. 
In order to prevent needless dupli­ 
cation of work, the Secretary was instructed 
to comm unicate w ith F. W. Morse, of the 
State I'Diversity, who is already engaged 
under instructions from the ViticuTtural 
Commission in collecting statistics of the 
character desired by the association. 
M. M. Estee, of Nana, was elected a Di­ 
rector in place ol Morris Keating, of Lake, 
resigned.

D. L. Haven, of Novato, was elected a 
member. 
In response to a communication, the Sec­ 
retary was instructed to furnish desired in ­ 
formation to Professor 1). L. Roesler, of the 
(Etiological experim ental station at Klos- 
terpeuberg, near Vienna, Austria. 
During an informal discussion on the 
prospects of the grape crop the gentlemen 
present thought that as far as the northern 
portion of the State is concerned the out­ 
look for the season is excellent. 
The association adjourned to meet Au­ 
gust 17th at 0 a. m.

Ed Fay, the pigeon shot, states that he 
will m ake a m atch with any man on the 
Pacific coast, to shoot on any term s and 
for any am ouqt. 
The 24th inst. has been fixed as the date 
of the tight between Tom Cleary and Mar­ 
tin Costello. The latter is now in training 
at Berkeley under the care of Mike De­ 
laney. 
The Union Pacific is said to be endeav­ 
oring to secure the co-operation of the 
Central Pacific in establishing a lim ited 
fast express train between this city and 
Om aha. 
J. J. Coffey, an attorney, commenced a 
suit Tuesday in the Justices' Court against 
Charles Gildea. of the State Board of 
Equalization, to recover $272 on a prom is­ 
sory note. 
More vessels have been recently added 
to the A ustralian coal fleet for San F ran­ 
cisco. There are now fifty-three in the 
list, of which twelve are out from liftv to 
ninety days, and of course due. 
The Mint will probably resum e coining 
next Friday. In the absence of farther in­ 
structions front the East, the same denom i­ 
nation of coins will be struck as before the 
Mint closed—that is, one-third oagies and 
two-thirds half eagles. 
The Directors of the Grape-Growers' and 
W ine-M akers’ Association will m ake an 
effort to induce the wine-makers to give an 
account of the num ber ot acres ol vines 
tbev are cultivating, the different varieties 
they have and their yearly production.

1886, 
stamps to the am ount of $39 7)44 99 were 
sold, against $38.059 98 sold in June, 1885, 
showing a net gain of $1,485 01. The sale 
of newspaper stam ps in June, 1886, was 
$1,613 51, against $2,738 42 in June, 1885. 
The receipts here fell off $1,124 91. but the 
rates of postage on this m atter was reduced 
one-half. A gain in business transacted is 
thus shown. 
The First Infantry Regiment of the Na­ 
tional Guard of California pitched its tents 
at Santa Rosa for the annual encampm ent 
of 1886. The Third Infantry Regiment 
has gone into cam p at Healdsburg. The 
appropriation allowed hv the State to the 
N ational Guard to a ssist'in defraying ex­ 
penses in camp and transportation to the 
point of rendezvous was exhausted by the 
division encam pm ent at Sonia Cruz last 
year, hence the regim ents are now corn- 
pelled to rely on their own resources and 
the public enterprise of cities competing 
for the prize of camp location.

THE HARLAN CASE. 


S ill', Cross E xam ination—Testim ony of C. 
I . Hollingsworth. 
In the H arlan case at W oodland yester­ 
day m orning the cross-examination of Sill 
was resum ed. 
W itness fully detailed the 
conversation w ith Craft about the middle 
of December. H e said that Craft came into 
his store and explained that som ething had 
prevented his calling, as he had promised 
on the Sunday previous. 
Craft said: “I 
want to ask you some questions." 
He then 
asked: 
‘ Are you engaged to Miss Harlan? " 
W itness answered “ No.” Craft said: “W ere 
you ever engaged to her?” 
W itness said 
"No. 
Craft then said: 
"H ave you ever 
asked her to m arry you?” 
“ W itness said, 
"It is none of your business.” 
Craft re­ 
plied: 
"Y ou m ay think it is not, but I 
think it is. S he told me that vou had 
asked her to m arry you, that she refused 
you, th at you felt very badlv about it and 
that she had finally consented to allow you 
to go to visit her, provided you would say 
nothing more about m arrying her.” 
Craft 
asked .vitness if she had'said that? W it­ 
ness told him no; that nothing of that kind 
had ever occurred between himself and 
Miss H arlan, 
Graft then said: 
“ W hat a 
--------------- liar she is. She has lied to me 
about 
everything. 
If I 
had only- 
taken 
the advice given me by a friend 
m ore than 
a year 
ago i 
would have 
been all right, 
but 
now I cannot give 
her up, nor I wont,” 
ar.d 
then lie said : 
" 1 will give her a taste of hell before I get 
through w ith her. 
I have a bombshell 
fixed, which I will throw into her camp 
before long, aud it will m ake her wish she 
never had been born. She scared up the 
wrong m an w hen she tackled me. 
You 
m ay ask her to m arry you ; she m ay accept 
and you m ight get a ll' ready, but the wed­ 
ding will never come off. 
I will prevent 
it,. 
I would rather see her dead and in 
her coffin than another m an’s wife.” 
W it­ 
ness did not rem em ber w hether a t that time 
Craft said that Mose H arlan had stated to 
him that witness had gone out and cried 
when he was rejected. 
W itness said that 
Craft did not show him a letter from Miss 
H arlan containing the following: “ The 
young man came over to me the other day 
and said he only asked one request—that 
lie m ight be allowed to visit me, and still 
be friends—lie asked for nothing more, and 
that the subject will never he mentioned 
again. 
I granted it, because it was right 
that I should do so, and 1 know full well 
that it will never m ake any change in m y 
feeling toward you. These are the plain 
truths, deary, but i love you none the less 
for stating them ." 
H urt read the above from a paper. 
H art 
asked this question : “ Now, if she did say 
to Craft what I have read to you from this 
paper, or what you say Craft told you that 
siie said to him , did she tell the tru th ?” 
Highlon objected that w hether the state­ 
m ents were true or not was im m aterial. 
The Court sustained the objection, hold­ 
ing that the truth or falsity of the original 
statem ents would not tend to show the 
probability of witness m aking the answers 
lie did. fir he m ight have been actuated 
by pride, fear, anger or strategy, and not 
have replied as he would have norm ally. 
W itness further testified that Craft did 
not complain of anything which had been 
said and circulated by defendant concern­ 
ing his m other and sister, but he did say 
tbat defendant had circulated a report 
about himself, for which he would get 
even w ith him some time. 
Ilart asked if at the tim e of the Decem­ 
ber conversation with Craft any relation 
other than that of friendship existed be­ 
tween witness and Miss Iiarlan, with a 
view of Craft’s seeking him to m ake these 
com m unications? 
The defense objected as im m aterial, and 
after an extended argum ent the Court over­ 
ruled the objection. 
W itness then testified that nothing more 
than the relation of friendship then ex­ 
isted. 
H e stated that he took Beam er to 
see Craft as a friend ami endeavor To settle 
the m atter. 
H e came in fruin the defend­ 
ant’s plaae Friday m orning, and on the 
way in Mrs. Sill did not say to Browning 
th at Craft hud been talking iiarfully about 
her; 
that everything he had said were 
lies ; 
that he Dad to be killed to keep liis 
mouth shut, and that “ pa was going to do 
I he killing.'' 
W hen witness told defend­ 
ant about Craft’s statem ents, in addition to 
w hat has been already published, H arlan 
asked if Crali had said that his wife took 
part in the crim inal act charged, and wit­ 
ness told him that Craft did not so state, 
but that it happened at his house. 
Sill, on further cross-examination, sa:d : 
“ Craft m et the H arlans and m yself at the 
Russ House the day we returned from 
Santa Cruz. 
I told H arlan that Craft 
claimed to have letters from Mrs. Sill to 
substantiate w hat he said. 
I do not recol­ 
lect if defendant came to W oodland on 
Friday m orning in advance of me. 
W hen 
I came in with m y wife that morning, 
when we stopped at Browning’s, m y wife 
did not ask Mrs. Brown if she had heard 
the stories Craft had told about her. She 
did not say th at her father had gone in 
town in advance of us, and that she was 
afraid that som ething would happen before 
she got 
to 
town. 
She 
did 
not say 
Craft bad to be 
killed, and 
that we 
were going to town to kill him . 
I asked 
Browning if lie knew w hether Craft was 
in town, and he replied he had heard he 
had gone away. 
I had a consultation with 
District A ttorney Sprague in January, and 
I told him then there was a young lady 
who bad told m e that Sprague had told her 
he thought Craft was going to kill m e, and 
I asked him about it. 
H e said he had con­ 
versations w ith Craft a few days before that 
time, and he told me he thought Craft was 
hostile towards m yself and Miss H arlan, 
and if he was m e iie would heel himself 
and not allow Craft to get the drop. 
I had 
no 
idea a hom icide 
would 
be com­ 
m itted 
that day. 
Craft gave me as 
a 
reason 
w hy 
he 
waited to speak 
to me 
in 
October 
that 
he 
wanted 
to see w hether M;ss H arlan was telling him 
the truth or not. 
I never saw any of the 
letters or documents to w hich Craft re­ 
ferred in his conversations with me. 
i did 
not tell Sprague I liad some fears in regard 
to Craft’s conduct, and I did n o ta s k him 
w hat would justify killing, or w hat the law 
of self-defense was. 
I do not remember 
that Sprague advised me I could have Craft 
put under bonds, bul I remember Sprague 
told m e ho thought Craft m eant to kill one 
of us. 
I did not tell Sprague men got clear 
who had killed others for slandering peo­ 
ple.” 
C. L. H ollingsworth testified that he 
had a conversation with Craft at a ball in 
W oodland in November, and after the ball 
hroke up he rem ained iu company wiih 
Craft until the m orning train left for Sac­ 
ram ento. The conversation was in rela 
tion to Miss H arlan, and in it he called 
her some vile names. 
He asked m e if I 
ever heard he had made any threats against 
Miss H arían, and I told him I had. 
fie 
said, 
“ I have never made any ihreats 
against her or any member of the H arlan 
family.” 
1 citea an authority. 
H e said it 
was 
not true. 
He said he had been 
grossly wronged. 
I attached very little 
significance to it. as I thought it was 
only the prattling of a jealous man. 
In 'th a t conversation he spoke of Miss 
H arlan 
as 
a 
G 
d 
w 
. 
He 
bad 
told 
me 
previously, 
in 
the evening, he wished to m arry her, and 
when he m ade that rem ark to me I told 
him lie was not a gentleman of very high 
mind, or fastidious in bis taste, to m arry a 
woman of that kind, and he became very 
angry with me. 
H is general m anner was 
that of a man who had been defeated in a 
love affair. 
H e did not acknowledge to me 
he had been defeated. 
I accused him of it, 
and I told him I would not go about acting 
like a big booby if I had got the worst of 
it, and i would not let anybody know 
it. 
Between that 
tim e and Christmas 
I 
bad 
another 
talk 
w ith 
him 
at 
night, 
and 
I 
endeavored 
to 
dis­ 
suade him 
from 
acting 
in the way 
he was, and from saying evil things con­ 
cerning this young lady. T hat conversa­ 
tion was about the sam e as the other, ex­ 
cept that he apologized, aud said he had said 
what was not true. I endeavored to get him 
to apologize to Miss Hurlan, as I thought 
possibly she had heard of what he had 
said. 1 had another conversation with him 
about a week before New Year’s, at the bar 
of the Byrns Hotel. 
In that conversation 
some one rem arked that some person had 
got the worst of it, and I said yes, that he 
got the worst of it, but lie did not kick 
about it. 
A t that Craft became violently 
angry, called m e outside and asked me 
what"I meant by it. I told him I had made no 
reference to him . He talked wildly, and said 
he had got about all he wanted of that from 
me. At another time he said to me the ob­ 
ject of bis acting the way he did was to 
gain his point; th at he bad a particular 
point to gain, and be was going to gain it 
any way he could, if he sacrificed lives and 
characters to do it. W e were then talking 
about Miss H arlan. 
He was so angry that 
I did not ask him w hat point he referred 
to. On the day after Sill’s m arriage I was 
walking with Sill when Craft came up and 
congratulated Sill, and told him he bad 
som ething o f very grave im portance he 
wished to tell him . W itness here detailed 
the 
part 
he 
took 
in 
relation 
to 
the 
interview 
between 
Sill 
and 
Craft 
in the 
Byrns 
Hotel 
parlor, 
and farther testified : 
After the interview 
I m et Craft on the l'oetoflice com er, and 


we saw Mrs. Sill getting into a buggy some 
distance away. 
H e said : 
“ There is the 
G— d 
w 
now. 
I would not have 
married her for $50,000.” 
I think Craft left 
town on the m orning train on Tuesday. 
On the m orning of the’shooting I saw Craft 
go up into the Lindner building, and I re­ 
mained with others on the street near 
there. 
H arlan went towards the Byrns 
Hotel. 
I walked th at way with Nelson. 
W hile H arlan was standing at the hank 
corner, Nelson said he would go over and 
get Craft ami run him up against H arlan. 
One 
of 
the 
party 
said 
he 
would 
oet 
him 
he 
would 
not 
dare 
do 
it, aud Nelson 
started off in the di­ 
rection of Graft's house. On the night 
before Thanksgiving Craft told me he had 
never been engaged to Miss H arlan, 
Nel­ 
son did not ask me, when we were stand­ 
ing there, w hat it m eant by H arlan stand­ 
ing on the bank corner, and I did not 
reply to him " He ought to know w hat it 
m ean t;” that “ Men are killed every day 
for slander." 
The party in which 1 was 
standing on Main street joked som ewhat 
among ourselves about the m atter out of 
the presence of the principal actors. 
I did 
not malte a statem ent that Graft was too 
big a coward to come down the front way 
of the Lindner building and meet H arlan. 
W hen I walked toward the Byrns H o­ 
tel 
i 
went at 
Nelson’s 
request, 
but 
I 
had 
no 
idea 
that 
a 
homicide 
would be comm itted. 
W hen I went by 
Sill's store. Sill asked me where 1 was go­ 
ing. 
1 told him i was going up the street. 
H e said if I would wait until he locked his 
door he would go with me. 
He locked up 
and walked up street with me. 
We did 
not speak of H arlan. 
W e had gone a very 
short distance when the shooting occurred. 
I do not think anybody expected a hom ­ 
icide. 
W e were guessing w hether there 
would be a meeting. 
W e did not know 
anything about ii, and were sim ply guess­ 
ing. 
In rov conversations w ith Craft he 
denied he had ever m ade any violent 
dem onstrations against Miss H arían. 
I 
related to him that she liad told me 
lie liad taken her hand and p at it on 
the 
handle 
of 
a 
knife 
he carried 
in his vest pocket, and told her he would 
like to piungc it into her heart, 
lie said 
that was untrue. 
W henever Craft spoke to 
me of Miss H arlan he grew angry and al­ 
ways endeavored to straighten the m atter 
up. 
He never made any direct threats 
against her to m e; he only said he had his 
point to gain and that he would gain it. 
H e never told me that the point was to get 
from her a retraction of a slander concern­ 
ing his m other and sister. On one occasion 
he told me he would m ake Sill, th e ------- 
— —, account to him for certain things, 
hut 
he did not say w hat they 
were. 
About 
Christmas 
he 
told 
m e 
he 
had a package of letters, and referred 
to them as docum entary evidence. 
W hen 
[ s’arted down Main s teel 1 expected 
som ething m ight occur between H arlan 
and Graft. The reason for that was the 
rem ark of Nelson, and I knew that Craft 
had s;;i 1 a great m any by things about 
Miss Il.irlan, and we expected th a' H arlan 
would m eet him . 
Nelson rem arked, “Let 
us go t.nvard the Byrns H otel now ; the 
fu n is going to begin.-' 
1 did not know 
where Graft was then. Craft stated to m e 
that he had not been treated right, hut 
never explained to me how.
